Jewish circles in St. Louls are allagog over 
the divorce exposures made yesterday by the 
POsST-DIsPaATcH. All through the divorce 
troubles which have been taking place 
in. the Bast, St. Louis Hebrews 
have fSattered themselves that no 
such state of affairs existed here. 
**No such practices are taking place in St. 
Louis,’’ proudly stated one rabbi yesterday. 
To-day the same gentleman admits that he 
was most pitiably wrong. 

A thorough’ investigation proves almost be- 
yonda doubtthatone Russian Hebrew rabbi 
behind his innocent manner and insinuating 
ways is carrying on the illicit divorce traffic 
in 8t. Louis, defying the laws ofthe State. 

THE UNITED HEBREW ASSOCIATION. 

Several members of the United Hebrew Re- 
lief Association were seen this morning, and 
while each was sorry that the matter had 
gained the publicity it has, none denied that 
the facts set forth were true in every 
particular. The association is designed 
for the relief of needy Hebrews, and 
thousands of dollars are annually spent in 
worthy charity. The struggle against the 
immoral practices of the ignorant Hebrews 
from Russia in this country has been a source 
of agitation for almost a year past. The first 
idea of the condition of affairs came through 
the United Hebrew charities of 
New York when the 8t. Louis Association was 
privately advised that practices contrary to 
the code of the Jewish church were being 
practiced by unprincipled men, who, in a 
great many cases, did not even have the right 
to act as rabbis. 

The letter, which was addressed to a very 
prominent Hebrew charity worker of this 
city, said: ‘‘These practices, degrading in the 
extreme, must be checked, even 
if publicity is given them. While 
it is true that Uebrews as aclass must stand 
the odium, it is better thus than to be drag- 
ging along, recognizing by our silence that 
we do not disapprove of the immoral causes 
being pursued.’’ This letter was read before 
a large meeting of the Relief Association in 
this city, and much interest was manifested. 

EFFECTIVE BUT QUIET WORK. 

Owing to the fact that the Relief As- 
sociation supports the women who are 
deserted for another ,by their husbands, a 
quiet but effective hunt was commenced for 
the instigators of the trouble. The women 


East | who Wére deserted seldom complained of their 


fate, only bemoaning because of the suffering 
of their children, They thought that the 
rabbi’s judgment, as is the case in Russia, 
was absolutely final, and from which there 
was no appeal. After’ the temporal 
relief of the woman and chil- 
dren, which was most generally sought 
for the very rabbi who had undoubtedly given 
the divorce, the husband would be visited, 
and either by persuasion or threats of prose- 
In this way 
many cases have been fully remedied, and it 

ould not bp right now to publish the names 
of the people who committed their error from 
ignorance. 6 rabbis were to blame, and 
they were time and again threatened 
with prosecution. As a general thing 
the fear of the law has compelled these 
people located in St. Louis to at least be more 
careful in the issuance of their fraudulent pa- 
pers. But officers of the society admit that

WHO I8 DR. LEVI TUSCOLI? 

After the St. Louis association began work 
upon the cases there appearedin St. Louisa 
man the name of Dr. Levi 
Tuscoll, y by his education 
and knowledge of the Russian 
Jews created much domestic discord. When 
remonstrated with by law-abiding German 
Hebrews the man told them to attend to their 
own affairs aud he would look after himself. 
The gentleman was finally told that he must 
ejther leave St. Louis or to jail. He chose 
the former course, taking with him, it is 
said, the wife of a Hussian. ebrew who runs 
a small clothing store on Washington av- 
enve. He divorced the woman, who, so 
Tuscoli told her husband ‘was not 
suited to her present mode of life, and there- 
fore should be separated from him. The di- 
vorce was issued and the alleged rabbi went 
West with his unmarried bride. This is not 
the only case in which Tuscoli figures in 
breaking up the homes of < rdupes. He 
is charged with having divorced a man 
named strawthree times during his short 
ministration in S&8t. Louis. scoli 4 
described as being a@ man of im 
ing stature lgng, black, curly beara, 
heavy hair, fine rge black eyes and always 
splendidly dressed. He is just thesort of 
man to make trouble andis thought to be 
living at the present time somewhere in the 
southern part of the city. An arrest will fol- 
low can his exact whereabouts be ascer- 


ined. 

‘*Heis the most consummate rascal that 
has been concerned in these affairs in 
the West,’’ said a Jewish gentle- 
man this’ morning. ‘*‘While Jasse is 
not popular with the Relief Association, he is 
looked uponas a godly man compared with 
Tuscoli, who scattered his worthless papers 
right and left. He is known to have issued 
international divorces to ignorant people in 
different rts of the State.

87. LOUIS NOW A GREAT METROPOLITAN 


“CITY IN THE FINANCIAL WORLD. 


Benefited Rather Than Damaged by the 
Reoent Financial Orisie—Material Pros- 
perity in Building and Park Improve- 
ments—Electricity Substituted for Gas 
in Public Lighting and for Mule Power 
in Street Car Transit—Reviéw of Our 
Trade and Public Improvements. 


The year which closes at 12 o’clock to-night 
has beeh a most prosperous one for St. Louis. 
The growth of the city’s business tn some de- 
partments has been almost phenomenal and 
in the way of public tinprovements 
no largec city in the country 
has shown greater progress the 


past year than has St. Louis. It is almost the 

aonly great city in the Union that did not suffer 
from the recent financial crisis and the only 
one thatcame out actually benefited by the 
crisis. During the past year the city 
has attained an importance as a 
banking and financial center scarcely 
dreamed of a few years ago, s0 
that St. Louls now commands a metropolitan 
position in the financial world. The trade of 
the city in cereals, meats, groceries and all 
the staples of commerce in the West is grow- 
ing steadily, and but for short crops in wheat, 
tobacco and one or two other articles, the 
Merchants’ Exchange table of receipts and 
shipments would show an increase from top 
to bottom as compared with last year’s table 
without a single exception. 

In the matter of public improvements St. 
Touls compares favorably witb any other city 
that can be named, having Within the past 
year substituted electricity for gas in the 
lighting of its streets and alleys and pablic 
Luildings; having changed its horse 
car lines into electric and cable lines; 
having commenced the construction of 
anew City Hall building, and almost com- 
pleted the most difficult portion of a new sys- 
tem of water-works; having added miles of 
streets toits system of well paved thorough- 
fares, and greatly improved its public parks, 
and having made material improvements in 
almostevery department of the municipal 
government. 

The activity in the building lne and real 
estate market the past year was unprece- 
dented. The annual sales of real estate have 
doubled within three years, andthe assessed 
value of the realestate of the city has in- 
creased from $160,493,000 in 1880 to $265,000,000 
in 1890. New buildings were erected or con- 
tracted for which are to cost In the aggregate 
$20,000,000, or $5,000,000 more than last year’s 
Wulldings cost. 


BUILDING IMPROVEMENTS. 

Building improvements for the past year 
show an increase of nearly $4,000,000 over 
1889. The permits foot up $13,652,700. 

During the term of ten years from Jan. 1, 
1880, to Jan. 1, 1890, the Building Commissioner 
issued 25.095 building permits, the aggregate 
ya value for the improvements being

This 
represents an increase of 84,537,000 in ten 
years. 

The most remarkable feature of this growth 
was the building developments of 1889. PDur- 
ing that year permits were issued forthe 
construction of 2,453 brick and 1,091 frame 
structures, Which, with alterations and re- 
pairs, aggregate $9,765,772. .For the year 1890 
the bullding permits foot Up °$13,652,700, but 
preat as was the building growth of 188), the 
year just closed has exceeded it by $3,586,928. 

Within the past twelve months the Building 
Commissioner has issued permits for 2,665 new 
brick structures, 1,329 frames, and permits 
for alterations and additions amounting to 
$289,100. The cost of brick structures, accord- 
ing to building permit estimates, is $12,287,400, 
and of frame, $1,076,200. 

From these deductions it will be seen that 

ermits were issued for 8,994 new houses dur- 
ne the year 1890. 

SEVERAL HOUSES UNDER ONE PERMIT. 

In many instances whole rows of a block 
in extent are constructed under one permit, 
the only stipulation being that the houses be 
Dullt together, that is, attached. 
For bullding a row of detached 
houses a separate permit must be 
eres for cach soparate improvement. 

‘onsidering the immense amount of building 
in rows offiats that has been carried on, 
Bullding Commissioner Furlong estimates 
that twice as many housesas the permits in- 
dicate were erected in this city last year. To

The year has been remarkable for the pros- 
perity that has prevailed in all financial cir- 
cles,and for the extension of the sphere of St. 
Louis influence. Bankers, brokers and 
capitalists alike agree that never before has 
there been a growth that has been af once so 


rapidand sosolid. Formerly St. Louls was 
entirely dependent upon New York, fts finan- 
ces were a weak reflex of those 
of that city and the market for 
stocks and bonds possessed no individuality 
of itsown. The first + hoon ge ey of a breaking 
away from this traditional dependence upon 
New York were observed in 1889, when the 
banking capital of the city was increased 


$5,350,000. 
BANKING CAPITAL. 

This, however, was but the first step, the 
results not being apparent until the present 
year. ‘Karly in the season the signs of a 
declaration of independence made _ them- 
selves unmistakably manifest. Territory to 

and sqguthwest' that had 
been tributary to New 
Chicago made St. Louis 
its base of supplies, and looked toward this 
city as thecenterfrom which ali financial 
assistance was to be drawn. City and coun- 
try bonds which had formerly soughta mar- 
ket in New York were placed in this city, and 
disposed of with an ease that surprised even 
the most sanguine, the local nks were 
1ade the depositors of accounts from county 
anks that had formerly done all their bDusi- 
ness in New york, and for the first 
time in its history S&t. Louls has oc- 
cupied a distinctly es ag hg position. An 
unmistakable proof ofthis ts to be found in 
the demands made upon the banks for funds. 
The increase of 1889 in the banking capital 
was unprecedented many were of the opinion 
thatthe requirements of the city were not 
sufficient to utilize the additional capital, 
while the view was almost universal that no 
further additions would be possible for years. 
A REMARKABLE INCREASE. 

80 a was the Increase in business, how- 
ever, that before half the yearthad passed the 
banking capital proved insufficient for the 
business to be done, and it was found 
necessary to largely increase it. A new bank, 
the National Bank of the Republic, was 
founded, with a capital of $500,000, the Laclede 
Bank increased its capitalization from $500,000 
to $1,000,000, and the International Bank 
doubled its capital of $100,000. 

This, however, does not at all adequately 
represent the true increase of the banking 
capital of St. Louis, as that of the three trust 
companhies established during the year 
should be included. The Union 
Trust Co. was organized, with a 
capital of $1,000,000, fully paid up. The 8t. 
Louis Trust Co. is capitalized at $1,500,000, 50 
per cent of which has been paid, while $750, - 
000 of the $2,000,000 capital of the Mississippi 
Valley Trust Co. has been paid. Many pre- 
dicted thatthe addition of these great sums 
towhat was practically the banking capital 
of this city, coupled with the remarkable and 
unprecedented Increase of 1889, would cause 
money to become a drug in the market and 
would greatly depreciate the value of bank 
stocks. The exact contrary has been the case. 

EXTENSION OF TERRITORY. 

Large as the addition has beén, the business 
of the city, both at home and abroad, has in- 
creased so rapidly that the only embarrass.- 
ment felt has been that the supply of funds In 
the hands of the banks has not been equal to 
the demand. The amount of bonds, princi-

The most 
marked extension in business has, however, 
made itself manifest in the commercial 
world. Within St. Louis territory the increase 
inthe amount of purchases has averaged 
over 50 per cent, and Jarge districts that 
formerly had little or no trade connections 
with this city have become tributary to it. 
The consequence has been that the commer.- 
cial firms have increased their loans from 50 
to 75 per cent, and that the accounts of coun- 
try banks have more than doubled: ‘as 
aresult. instead of being oppressed with a 
superfiuity of unloanable funds, the banks 
have been obliged to decline to make loans 
on unquestionable security, the business of 
the city having pooty witha rapidity which 
even outstripped the preparations made for 
it, which were generally believed to be far in 
excess of the probable requirements. Prob- 
ably the most striking feature in the financial 
history of the year has been the advance in 
value of bank stocks. Duringthe last three 
months the country has passed through a 
finasck crisis that fell little short 
of the ions of a panic. 
and a consequent depreciation of securities 
of all kinds followed. \. t even under this 
depressing influence the advance in the value 
of bank stocks has n almost unprece- 
dented. ‘A comparisompjof January and De- 
cember qu ons will ply prove this.

STREET BAILROAD &TOCKS. 

Fully as remarkable as the rise in bank 
stocks has been the advance in value of street 
railroad stocks. No city in the country has 
made such radical changes in its methods 
of street transit and changes invoiving such 
outlays within so short a riod of time, 
and while it was believed that the change 
would eventually prove beneficial to the 
stockholders, the general opinion was that 
for some time after the substitution of cable 
and electric power for horses, the stock of 
the roads would suffer depreciation on ac- 
count of the increased expenses incurred. 
The exact qoneeaxy proved to be the case, 
and without exception the stock ofthe lines 
rose sharply. 

A comparison of the pricesof January and 
December will smpy, bore this. In January 
the capital stock o e Missouri Railroad was 
$900,000, and its stock was quoted at $3.65@4., 
At the present time it is stocked for $2,400,000, 
and is quoted at $2.20@2.50.

No city in the country has e through so 
great a change in its modes of transportation 
with so little friction and such beneficial re- 
sults, and to-day a trip can be madeintwenty 
minutes which a year ago would have con- 
sumed an hour or more. Shorter time and 
longer trips are now made for the same price, 
and made, too, in cars which are immeasur- 
ably superior to the old drop-a-nickel-in-the- 
slot jog-trot concerns. 

NEW CITY HALL. 

In the middle of summer, when the ther- 
mometer was soaring up out of sight, the 
Mayor and the city officials thered around 
the center of Mae nape pe Park ‘a Twelfth 


and Market streets and the Mayor’s daughter 
broke ground for a structure which will cost 
at least $1,000,000. Since that day some marked 
changes have been wrought in the park 
and to-day it looks like the resting place of a 
tired cyclone, orthe relicof an earthquake. 
Under the apparent confusion, however, is a 
systematic work of stone, cement and piles, 
which go to make the foundations fora new 
City Hall, which will, when completed, be a 
credit to the city that bullt it. Several thou- 
sand piles were hammered into the ground 
with a new contrivance, which put the huge 
pieces of timber out of = sight in 
very short order. When the whole series of 
rows, squares and triangles of piles were 
driven so that their tops were six feet below 
the ground they were allowed to rest a week 
or two and settle. Then the dirt was taken 
away down toa foot below the tops ofthe 
timbers. Into these trenches were poured 
tons upon tons of concrete so that a solid 
cap two feet thick covered the 
whole foundation of piles, making a 
base for the building which will not 
move for centuries. Now the masons are at 
work laying on the footings of stone, each 
stone being as big as a dinner table for eight 
persons, some of them representing the work 
of a dozen men for days at a time. About a 
third of the foundation stones are laid and 
contracts are now being drawn up for further 
work. Up todate there has been about $300, - 
000 worth of work done and hundreds of men 
have been constantly employed. 
OUR NEW WATER-WORKS. 

Up at the north end of town, near Chain-of- 
Rocks, forthe past yeara low long piece of 
masonry has been creeping cityward steadil 
and surely, and at the uppér end of this wor 
a tunnel has been cut through the solid rock 
under the bed oftheriver. This is but & part 
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over the country at the lowest point that they 
have reached for years, the exceptionally 
good financial status of St. Louis will be 
readily appreciated. 


PUBLIC IMPROVEMENTS. 

now be callcd 
a thoroughly equipped city with but two ex- 
ceptions. It has all the modern improve- 
ments available for the use ofits inhabitants 
andin the last year completely wiped out 
every trace of {ts town and village stages, 

The public end of the city in 
a short twelve months has taken 
a stride onward and upward which in 
other places can only be equaled by years of 
patient plodding. 

Thousands upon thousands of men and cor- 
responding thousands upon thousands of dol- 
lars have been jointly applied to work the 
changes which can be seen on every side. 
Public works of unusual magnitude have been 
inaugurated or completed, and the judicious 
spending of thousands of dollars has been ar- 
ranged for. 

A year ago to-day the citizen leaving his 
house to go to the theater would pick his way 
cautiously under a flickering yellow light 
from the gas lampstothe car tracks, where 
the patient mule dragged the car along at 
about a two-mile-an-hour gait, not counting 
stops. Often would he be requested to step 
outside and earn his ride by helping push the 
car | the hill. | 

To-day he steps out under the brilliant 
steady light of the electric lamp and ts picked 
up by the cable or electric car and is whirled 
to his destination without soiling his boots 
and without losing his temper. 

The twelve months ending to-day have car- 
ried many large projects out of the realm of 
experiment into the region of certainty. 
Electric lighting is a success as far 
as the city is concerned. Electric street 
railroads are asuccessin every particular, 
and it is now established that St. Louis asa 
cultivator of pews is way ahea@. The new 
method of lighting has not beenin use here 
quite a year, but it has proven efficient so far. 
The work was put up at re auction and 
bids called for. The specifications demanded 
that there should be one kind of lights in the 
streets andanother kindin the alleys. . The 
whole town north of Meramec street was to 
be lighted by electricity. In due time the bids 
came in and the work really 
started. Three complete and well- 
equipped electric light and power 
plants were the immediate result of the new 
plan and the plant forthe street lighting is 
now the largest one in existence. It has now 
in nightly operation 1,833 street lights, exclu- 
sive of the hundreds of private lights which 
are maintained by the immense houses and 
the street railroads. Inaddition tothis im- 
mense number of big arc lights there are 
lighted in alleys and public buildings 4,93 arc 
lights of varying wer according to the 
locations. The electric ignting nh public 
buildings has become a fixture and has beena 
blessing to the wy A em —— 
house, Four Courts, all the hos 

ublic institutions and all of the 

ions have electric light in abundance and 
the superiority of the service Over the old 
gas-jamp system is 100 rer cent at least. The 
stride in the matter of lighting alone would 
be considered enough for one city to do in a 
year, but in St. Loulsit is but one factor in 
the great system of public improvements. 
LECTRIC a ee oy CAR LINES. 
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rt busy fortwelve months and 
their labors have mot yet ceased. Seventy- 
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-power to electric power 
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of the new water-works system, which,when 
com pleted, will cuarerens several millions of 
dollars. The conduit which will car the 
water supply of the aity is about completed, 
and it is a most creditable piece of work. The 
tunnel, which t* about 10 feet in diameter and 
over 1,500 feet long, will when completed be 
connected at one end with an inlet tower and 
at the other witha pumping station. When 
the connections are made the water will 
let into it and it will become a part oft 
river. 

In connection with the same im 
@ contract was made but a few weeks 
ago. for pompine machinery which 
will cost about $300,000. The machinery 
will all be built especially for 
St. Louis, the plans, castings and work all 
being entirely new. The distribution system 
of the city has been added to and perfected so 
that all parts of the city have a plentiful sup- 


ply. 
8ST. LOUIS STREETS. 

In the matter of streets it is hard to specify’ 
the work that has been done because of the 
extentand variety of the work. Overa mil- 
lionanda halfof dollars has been spent on 
the streets. Some of it went for opening new 
ones, some for the improvement of 
old ones and some for paving, cleaning, re- 
pairing and maintaining established thor- 
oughfares, but as a result it can be said that 
the hundreds of miles of city streets in St. 
Louis will hold their own with any city in the* 
country.

This property has always been considered 
good; so good, in fact, that owners in the 
past have anticipated values to such an ex- 
tent that there were comparatively few a.

SEVENTH STREET.

They must 
have places to live and their enterprising em- 
ployers, growing richer allthe time, want 
new an more elegant residences, Other 
manufacturers from distant cities, attracted 
by the prosperity of their competitors here 
are also drawn to St. Louls, an 
they, too, are leaving their old places and 
coming tothe Manchester of America where 
the mechanic and theartisan has cheaper 
coal and water, better houses and a healthier 
city than isto be found with equal advan- 
tages in many other respects anywhere in the 
country. 

These new comers who with natural increase 
of the pope of fully 5$0,000 people,is what 
has swelled the real estate sales of this city 
to 5g A million dollars a week the year 
round. To welcome and accommodate them 
St. Louts has already equipped itself with the 
most magnificent electric and cable street 
railway systems to found anywhere.

Fired From the Inside of the House— 


Judge Campbell, in the Court of Criminal 
Correction to-day, resumed the preliminary 
hearing in the case of John ©. Brenner, 
charged with murder.in the first degree. The 
defendant was discharged from the custody 
of the authorities. 

On the morning of Sunday, Dec. li, 
Henry Hartman was killed at the side 
Goor of his residence, 204 Lemp avenue. 
Second District police officers heard the 
‘sound of four shots, and upon investigation, 
found Hartman inthe yard. One bullet had 
entered the top of his head, another had 


pierced the brain through the mouth, while a: 


third was lodged in his left shoulder. The 
wife and two sons of the deceased were ar- 
rested on suspicion, while Brenner was taken 
into custody on accounts of the develop- 
ments of the next few hours. 
He denied having a * revolver, but 
failed toin any way account for his where- 
abouts at thetime of the killing, insisting 
that he was drunk somewhere on the street. 
It was shown that Brenner and Mrs. 
Hartman had been on decidedly friendly 
terms and a search of the former’s 
carpenter-shop was made, In the loft’ was 
found a revolver. Four chambers were 
empty. Four shots had been fired at Hart- 
man. 
SUFFICIENT EVIDENCE NOT ADDUCED. 

The Coroner’s jury failed to incriminate 
any of the suspects. The Hartman boys were 
then released. Assistant Prosecuting Attor- 
Mey Dierkes thought there was evidence 
enough to justisy a court investigation, and 
issued a warrant charging Brenner with mur- 
der in the first degree. 

Attarney Marshal F. McDonald appeared 
for Brenner. He argued that there was no 
unfriendly feeling between the defendant and 
the deceased as they have eaten 
oysters from the same plate in 
Bothe’s saloon less than an hour before 


the killing. He explained Brenner’s contra- 
dictions by the statement that the young man 
had thought Mrs. Hartman was suspected of 
the killing and wished to shield her as much 
as sible. For this reason he had, at the 
station, advised her to ‘‘keep her mouth 
closed ;’’ had denied that he had been given. 
or had in his pena a revolver, and had 
then hidden the weapon in his shop. 

Judge Campbell thought there was no evi- 
dence to warrant a conviction. While sus- 
viclon naturally rested on the defendant, 

. there was no’ evidence to connect 
him with the killing. He felt 
that to hold the man to the Grand- 
jury would stop all further investigation in 
the case and make it almost imposible for the 
State to secure a conviction should any other 

erson be charged with the crime. He did not 

hink Brenner wags going to leave the city 

and could be found any time he was wanted. 
MR. M’DONALD’S ASSERTION. 

In his argument to the court Mr. McDonald 
said that while he did not care to put himself 
in the position of one making a charge of 
murder, he was forced in the interests of his 
client to state that the shots which caused 
Henry Hartman’s death were fired from 
inside the deceased's house. The 
detectives have at no time attempted 
to establish that Brenner was in Hartman’s 
house when the husband came home. Under 
such circumstances the only construction to 
be placed on the attorney’s charge is to the 
effect that some member of the Hartman 
family fired the fatal shot. 

Brenner’s 62-year-old mother, Mrs. Cath- 
erine Brenner, is yet lying ina precarious 
condition at her home, 2608 Second Caronde- 
let avenue. A week ago the unfortunate 
woman severed the ares in her left wrist 
with a pair of scissors. er son’s troubles 
caused the rash act. She is not expected to 
recover. 


Caught in the Act. 


Officer Bartold of the Third District was 
walking along on North Main street about 
10:30 o’clock last night when he saw 
some one in the doorway leo ng 
to John B. Longenott’s fruit store. Heci. sd 
with the intruder and placed him under ar- 
rest. Aninvestigation showed that an at- 
tempt had been made to enter 
the store-room by breaking a ane 
of glass and forcing the oor. 
At the station the prisoner gave his name as 
William Brown. A warrant for attempted 
burglary will be applied for to-day. 


Tried to Pass Counterfeits. 


An unknown man attempted last night to 
pass two counterfeit silver dollars on Fay 
Rosenberg, who lives on the 
third floor of the building at 
818 Market street. According to the state- 
‘ment of the woman. the fellow tendered her 
$2, which he took from a small canvas bag 
full) of similar coins. She detected the 
fraud and refused to accept the money. 
The visitor then gave her money and 
left. He is about 8 years old, 5 feet 5 inches 
tall with fair complexion, light hair and light 
mustache. 


The Check Was a Forgery. 

Aman giving his name as Wm. Schultz and 
his address as 1819 Congress street, 
went to the furniture house of 
Charles H. Thuner, 2124 South 


Broadway, ‘about 11:30 o’clock esterday 
morning and asked to look at some furniture. 
He selected articles of the value of $12.70 
and asked to have them delivered. In pay- 
ment he tendered a check signed by Norman 
Brown for $85 on the agsilanp y Bank 
and was given in return a check for $22.25 on 
the Lafayette Bank. When Mr. Thuner took 
the ch to the Mullanphy Bank payment 
was refused on the ground that Mr. Norman 
Brown had no account with that. institution. 


‘ Later it was learned that the signature of the 


latter gentleman’s name wasa forgery. in- 
uiry at the Lafayette Bank developed that 
the swindler had cashed Mr. Thuner’s check 
a short time after it was drawn up. 
Schultz is described as being a middle- 
a man, 6 feet 5 inches tall, and weighing 
about 130 nds. He has sandy hair, sandy 
mustache and a thin, freckled face.

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FINANCIAL STATUS. 


UNCERTAINTY ON WALL STREET AS TO 
THE RAILROAD SITUATION .’ 


The London Money Market Tight, and 
Interest Rates Higher—Opinions in Re- 
gard to the Western Railroad: Agree- 
ments—Falling Off in Speculation. 


NEw York, Dec. 31.—The closing day 6f the 
year is always a period of more or less anx- 
fety on Wall street, and the financial troubles 
that have characterized November and De- 
cember caused this day to be watched with 
more than ordinary interest. The st 
market of Monday greatly encouraged 
bulls and/they were correspondingly de- 
pressed by the weakness developed yester- 
day. To-day, therefore, was characterized 
by great uncertainty. To some extent this 
was due to the uncertainty in regard to the 
Western railroad situation. 

THE RAILROAD SITUATION. 

When the meeting of railroad officials was 
held at the Morgan residence, and a ‘‘gen- 
tleman’s agreement’’ was formed for the 
regulation of traffic, it was believed that the 
rate wars that have recently been waged with 
so disastrous an effect upon all the combat- 
ants, would be broughtto,an end. The 
troubles in regard tothe Omaha Bridge have 
done much to destroy this belief, and the 
postponement of the approaching meeting 
strengthened the opinion that the agreement 
would never go intoeffect. It was stated 
when the Morgan meeting adjourned that the 
Chicago & Alton, which, it apperas, declined to 
attend, would subscribe to the scheme 
proposed, and that this word woyld present 
no obstacle to the agreement. Subsequent 
developments have proved that the Chicago 
& Aiton has no idea of abandoning its isolated 
position, andthe feeling is increasing that 
the much-heralded meeting of the railroad 
magnates will result in littie or nothing. 

MONEY IN LONDON. 

An additional cause of weakness was the 
unfavorable reports received from London. 
Money rose to 5 per cent in that city, owing to 
heavy demands for funds to close up the busli- 
ness of the year, and it was rumored that at 
the next meeting of the Bank of En- 
land directors interest rates would jbe 
advanced. The Bdteman failure also did 
much to destroy confidence, and in some 
quarters there was a strong movement to 
sell. There was, however, a marked under- 
current of confidence, and there seemed to 
be plenty of money available for the purchase 
of the stocks that were offered. Stop orders 
were most consistently and powerfully man- 
aged, andin this New York was largely as- 
sisted by London. <A_ very considerable 
amount of English stock was offered for sale. 
but buying orders were also telegraphed, and 
it became evident that English financiers 
would aid the New York brokers in sustain- 
ing prices. 

LITTLE SPECULATION. 


The agreement entered into by many ofthe 
largest holders to refrain from lending stocks 
has been religiously kept and the speculative 
bear movement was thus crippled, nearly all 
sales being made by those who wished to get 
rid of their holdings. In fact, speculative 
business plays little or no figure at present 
the general refusal of brokers to buy or sel] 
on margin having hada strong influence in 
this direction. If the four or five days suc- 
ceeding the new year are passed without 
heavy financial or commercial failures the 
general belief is that an advance will occur as 
soon as the money paid out toclose the year 
returns to the banks. 

A special dispatch from London received to- 
day tn Wall street says: ‘‘It is rumored that 
large demands have been made from the 
Bank of England of gold for shipment to New 
York. Germany continuesits demand. The 
bank charges 6 per cent for loans.’’ 

A WEAK OPENING. 

Dullness again became the most prominent 
feature of the stock marketthis morning and 
marrowness as’ well. The opening prices 
among the leading stocks showed more de- 
clines than advances, the loss in Union Pacific 
reaching % per cent. The rest of the list

AROUSES THE ABRMERS’ ALLIANCE. 
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The State Organization Proposes to Build 
a Co-Operative Binder Factory—Farm- 
ers and Laborers United by the Impend- 
ing D ‘ge of 10,000 Workmen. 


The Farmers* Alliance of Missouri is taking 
steps to compete, by co-operative manu- 
facturing, with the $35,000,000 consolidated 
American Harvester Co. of Chicago. A move- 
mentis now on/f to establish a binder 
factory in this State, the necessary capital to 
be raised by subscription, and the plant 
to be run onaco-operative basis, supplying 
the great agricultural territory immediately 
surrounding it. The scheme has its origin in 
the Alliance hostility toall manner of trust or 
monopoly formation of the trade or manu- 
facturing interest with. which the farmer has 
to deal, and is being pushed with decided 
vigor. Should it prove practical in its work- 
ing it is said that the Alliance expects 
the system-to gain ground as affecting 
one of the greatest sources of agricultural 
expense, and there is a probability that the 
**Binder Trust,’’ as the American Harvester 
Co. is designated by the farmers, will origin- 
ate a counter movement in the Alliance ranks 
similar to those previously organized against 
other monopolistic consolidations. 
A BLOW AT FARMERS AND LABORERS. 

The article published in yesterday’s PostT- 

DISPATCH Of the sweeping discharge 


to be made about Jan.1lof over 10,000 em- 
ployes of the various harvester companies

said, still further strengthen the Alliance 
movement against the consolidated company, 
because ofthe Alliance affiliation with the 
great labor organizations, and will furnisha 
strong argument against the combine at the 
very outset of its career.

PEDAGOGUE MEETINGS. 


THE MISSOURI TEACHERS’ ASSOCIATION 
IN SESSION AT DE SOTO, 


Interesting Papers Read and Discussed— 
The Indiana Educational Association— 
Important Business—TIllinois Teachers’ 
State Association. 


DE SOTO, Mo., Dec.—The fifteenth annual 
session of the Southeast Missouri Teachers’ 
Association convened here yesterday. The 
meeting is being held at the Opera-house and 
was called to order at 2:15 p. m. by President 
N.C. Randal of Bonne Terre. The associa- 
tion comprises twenty-six counties, all of 
which are represented. A chorus of school 
children opened the exercises by ren- 
dering in a very creditable manner, 
*-America’’ and ‘‘Christmas Bells,’’ followed 
by an earnest and eloquent prayer by Rev. S. 
F.. Ashley of this city. Miss Lulu Richardson 
of St. Louis County was elected Assistant Sec- 
retary. Miss Rachel Schneider of Farmington 
read a paper on ‘‘The Teacher’s Sphere,’’ 
which was ably discussed by Rev. Ledbetter 
of Sikeston and others. ‘‘How to Teach 
Geography’’ was the title of a paper by 
Principal W. N. Fl@mring of Bonne Terre. The 
essayist advocated the analytical process 
of teaching the subject. Profs. J. B. Scott 
of De Soto, A. P. Vance of Ironton, A. 8S. 
Coker of Fredericktown, and others took 
part in the discussion and elicited many good 
points; all agreed with the ideas set forth by 


the writer and heartily commended his 
methods to the consideration of teachers. H. 
C. Davis, assistant teacher in De Soto School, 
was the only one present dissenting. 

The evening session was opened wjth music 
by the choir and a piano duet, after which 
Rev. Mason of De Soto Presbyterian Church 
delivered a very able and eloquent address of 
welcome, which was ably and happily 
responded to by Prof. R. C. Norton of 
Cape Girardeau in behalf of the teachers. 
Prof. Vandiver of Cape Girardeau read an 
able and scholarly paper on ‘‘Superstition— 
Religious and Scientific.’’ Committees were 
announced this morning,and to-day’s session 
promises to be the most interesting oneofthe 
meeting. About eighty teachers have been 
enrolled and are being royally entertained by 
the good people of De Soto. Good displays of 
school work are on exhibition, chief among 
whichis the display of the DeSoto Public 
School. To-night will be given an entertain- 
ment for the benefit of the Public School Li- 
brary of this city. The session closes to- 
morrow.

THE CIVICS CLUB STUDIES ST. LOUIS’ 


An Interesting Review of Local History in 
the Days of the Grandees—Some Mem- 
orable Historical Events of Three Cen- 
turies Ago—Other Papers Read. 


The Civics Club of the North Side branch of 
the Workingmen’s Self-Culture Club, helda 
meeting last night at the free readiny rooms, 
corner of Sixteenth street and Franklin ave- 
nue, at which some most interesting papers 
were read and the good effect of the systematic 
work being done by the members in collect- 
ing and imparting information fn local topics 
was again strikingly illustrated. 

Under the direction of W. L. Sheldon this 
novel organization is developing into an en- 
thusiastic corps of workers in a new field, 
which shows in the most signifi- 
cant manner possible the earnest- 
ness with which the chief aim of 
the club—self-improvement—ts sought to be 
attained by the young men composing it. 
With wise guidance the Workingmen’s Self- 
Culture Club of St. Louis has a surprising 
future before it. The possibilities opened up 
by the spread and growth of such organiza- 
tions are well worth considering as among 
the potent factors inthe solutionof several 
important social and industrial problems in 
the near future. 

ST. LOUIS UNDER SPANISH RULE, 

The first paper read last night was by Allen 
S. Willlams, and gave ‘‘A Short History of 
St. Louls Under Spanish Rule.’’ After com- 
paring the members of the Civics’ Club to the 
local staff of a newspaper whose city editor, 
Mr. Sheldon, gave out the assignments to be 
worked up, the subject matter of the paper 
was gone into promptly and with a clear and 
business-like style. 

The eyes of the first white man te fest. upon 
the site of the present city of St. Louls beheld 
the picture just nine years before the found 
ing of Philadelphia. Laclede’s trading post 
was established in 1764, eleven years before 
the American revolution. But the Mis- 
sissippl River, of which St. Louts 
is the brightest commercial and 
historic ornament, was discovered by the 
Spaniards in the third decade of the fifteenth 
century. The only two Americancities which 
have borne the rule both of Spain and France 
are New Orleansand St. Louls. The former 
still preserves toa marked extent the Gallic 
atmosphere imparted during the years when 
the French standard waved above it, but St. 
Louis has grown to be a city almost as cosmo- 
politan as New York.

MUSICAL AND DRAMATIC. 


The Christmas Messiah—Lotta in ‘Triple 
Bill—Amusement Notes. 

The poet Herder ,alluding to Handel’s *‘Mes- 
siah,’’ predicted that while there is a feeling 
for religion and tones in us, the sublime 
strains of that master’s oratorio will linger 
ao hearts as do many a favorite sacred 

position. The large attendance which 
filled the Exposition Hall last ni was ample 
testimony ofthe attraction which Handel's 
‘*Messiah’’ offers to all musical Christians, ir- 
respective of differencesin creed. It isa well 
known fact that whenever the work is an- 
nounced for performance, especially at the 
Christmas season, that the opportunity of 
hearing it is eagerly embraced by all who are 
capable of appreciating music. The devo- 
tional character of some of the solos will 
touch the heart of those who do not boast of 
a high musical education just as forcibly as 
the scholarly forms of the fugue will delight 
and astonish the educated musician. 

The performance last night was on the 
whole a most satisfactory one, reflecting 
great credit onthe members of the society 
and Mr. Joseph Otten, the Musical Director. 
The soloists acquitted themselves very cred- 
itably and the management has reason to 
congratulate itself upon the selections made. 
The soprano part had been assigned to Mrs. 
Mayo Rhedes of this city, wRo possesses a 
sympathetic and powerful voice, which she 
has under complete control, the different 
registers blending admirably and no break 
being perceptibie, while the florid passages 
in the difficult air ‘‘Rejoice!’’ showed con- 
siderable cultivatfon. The applause which 
the lady received for this solo as well as for 
all the subsequent numbers amply testified to 
the general appreciation of her work, but it 
was especially the air ‘‘I Know That My Re- 
deemer Liveth’’ which roused the audience to 
highest enthusiasm.

JUSTICE TO OUR ARMY. 


The army is not in any way responsible 
forthe Sioux war. The soldiers are sim- 
ply obeying the orders of the government 
and shielding frontier settlements from the 
horrors of savage warfare when they pur- 
sue raiding bands of Indians to bring them 
back by force to their reservations. 

This of course means bloody work when 
the Indians resist and even court exter- 
mination. The necessity may be as revolt- 
ing to the soldiers as it is to any critic of 
their actions. Thereis nochoice for them, 
however, but to kill and be killed, and 
men forced by'duty into that exciting work 
never can conduct it with the delicacy of 
discrimination and the nice touches of 
poetic justice demanded by distant critics 
of bloody battles when they are ended. 

But the newspapers that see only Indian 
blood on our frontiers, and that love to 
picture our soldiers as mere butchers, are 
guilty of conduct as brutal and inexcusa- 
ble as anything the soldier does in the heat 
of conflict when his comrades; are falling 
around him and his own blood is flowing 
from painful wounds. 

It is the adherence of our politicians 
to a horribly fatal Indian policy that is to 
blame for all the horrors of the situation in 
Dakota. It isa policy which makes our 
army alternately the victim of such massa- 
cres as that in which CusTeER fell, and the 
unwilling actor in such scenes as that in 
which Bia Foor’s band sought and secured

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- LAUDS CARBOLIC ACID. 
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DR. DURANT SAYS IT. Is THE BEST BAC- 


ILLUS-KILLER. 


/ Mixed With Koct’s Iiymph, the Acid Does 


the Work—Dr. Decilat of Paris Uses the 
Disinfectant in ee ee 
Hospital Work. 


New York, Dec. 81.—For biigsieuiduns years 
Dr. Declat of Paris has successfully treated 
and cancerous affections, includ- 
ing lupus »'%< pitbelioma, by injectinga so- 
lution of carboi'c acid by a method like that 
followed in administering the lymph. This 
treatment has cured very many cases of con- 
sumption in the firstand second stages and, 
like the lymph, has signally failed where the 
disease has reached fhe third stage. 

Dr. Ghislani Durant of this city has been a 
co-laborer with Dr. Declat for eighteen years, 
spending twoor three months each year in 
the latter’s laboratory in Paris. Ina recent 
interview Dr. Durant expressed grave doubts 
whether there was anything really new in 
Koch’s lymph treatment. Later the doctor 
said:

Often 
I have given it consecutively for twoor three 
months, resuming the intectionsinthe same 
patients, after intervals, several times in the 
space of one ortwo years. With the numer- 
ous patients who have submitted to treat- 
ment for periods of four, five and six years, 
I have not yet met with anaccident, not 
even an abscess following thousands of hypo. 
Mermic injections. I do not believe the result 
would have been more satisfactory had the 
carbolic acid been mixed with lymph.

INTERESTING FACTS ABOUT THE FAMOUS 
EXPLORER AND AECHEOLOGIST. 


Rgriy Success in Commercial Life—The 
California Gold Fever—How It Helped 
the Deceased Explorer in Carrying Out 
His Great Life Work. 


New YORK, Dec. 31.—Some interesting facts 
are told concerning the career and early life 
of Dr. Henry Schliemann, the recently de- 
ceased famous explorer and archeologist. At 
the time the Caljfornia gold fever was raging 
the world over, Schliemann was in St. Peters- 
burg, where he had been so successful in sev- 
eral comimercial transactions that his em- 
ployers took him into partnership. He was 
then the possessor of $20,000. The gold fever 
caught him and he went to the Pacific coast, 
where he saw the chance to make some money 
by buying gold at first hand of the diggers in 
the minesand taking itto San Francisco for 
sale tothe bankers there. He always hada 
keen eye for making one good thing lead to 
another that was better, and he had not long 
been engaged in this when he opened a small 
exchange bank on his own account and made 
it pay pretty well, as, indeed, did almost 
everybody in every business in those flush 
and easy days. He wasthere when the State 
came into the Union and so came in with it. 

But, after all, his heart was far away 
under the blue skies that arch the Mediter- 
ranean, So he went back—not to Greece and 
the Troad—no, but to Russia for more money. 
Ardently as he longed to do something bet- 
ter, he was one of those practical geniuses 
who realize that the gates of fancy and aspir- 
ation—like most other gates—‘‘open but to 
golden keys.’’ The breaking out of the Cri- 
mean war made an opening for shrewd trad. 
ers, Which he was among the first to seize. In 
1859 he won a lawsuit for $80,000—fortune was 
beginning to tire of his financial JvJel1ays—and 
in 1862 the work was finished by a speculation 
in cotton, which gave him an income of $50,000 
a year for the rest of his life. Forty years he 
had givenupto getting ready to do what he 
felt to be his life‘work! There was splendid 
patience for you and splendid results came 
of it. 

THE DREAM OF HIS §IFE REALIZED. 

At last he took up his Greek studies, went to 
the Troad and looked over the ground he 
meant to look into and as a last preliminary 
he studied archzology in Paris with M. Beute, 
member of the institute and former Minister 
of the Interior. 

Then he went to the Troad and put his 
eager, exploring shovel—or rather the shov- 
els of some three hundred workmen—into the 
mound of Hissarlik with the results already 
rehearsed andto the substantial settlement 
of the vexed question of where Homeric Troy 
should be located on the maps. Curious 
things came to the light from 
which they had been shut out for thirty 


centuries. Much of the metal found, espe- 
cially the bronze, was molten and reduced by 
fire to an indistinguishable mass. Among the 
articles recovered were pottery of rare ex. 
cellence and objects of silver, gold, bronze 
andivory. The greatest find, however, was 
what Dr. Schliemann called the ‘‘Treasure of 
Priam,’’ heaped together in a closet inthe 
palace as if a hasty fllght had been intended. 

In 1874 he obtained the permission of the 
Greek Government to conduct excavations at 
Mycenez, in Argolis, the cyclopean ruins of 
which are described by Pausanias, and which 
was the city whence, according to 
Homeric song, came Agamemnon, **King of 
men.’’ He found the well-defined ruins 
of the old Acropolis, which was even then 
known to the neighboring villagers as the 
Fort of Agamemnon, thetreasury of Atreus 
being called by them Agamemnon’s tomb. 
The citadel, as found by Dr. Schliemann, was 
about 1,000 feet long, Of an irregular triangu- 
lar shape, and stood upon a small steep hill 
between two mountains. The outside wells 
are stillin existence, being from 16 to 39 feet 
high and from 16 to 23 feet thick. In some 
places they are built of immense irregular 
stones with interstices filled in with rubble, 
but oftener the blocks” wer~ carefully hewn 
and nicely fitted together. in the neighbor- 
hood of the Lion Gate the stones were quad- 
rangular, from5 to 15 feet long, 3 feet high 
and from 32 to 6 feet thick 

THE TREASURY OF ATREUS. 

Inside the walls terraces, supported by the 
outside walls, rose towards the center, and 
a passage between the wall of the citadel and 
the outside wall, built to guard the ssage, 
led up to the Great or Lion Gate on theNorth- 
west side, which was constructed of two 
large slabs surmounted by another, and 
which was 10 feet high and 9 wide. On 
the cross-plece was a triangular stone, 
12 feet lon and 9 high, upon “which 
were carved in low relief the images of two 
lions standing upon their hind legs, with 
their forepaws resting on an altar, upon 
which rested a column with a capital formed 
of four circles inclosed in parallel chaplets. 
The pavements of the city showed the ruts 
worn by chariot wheels, and the stones of the 
gateway bear the marks of bolts and hinges. 
The surface was covered with potsherds and 
tiles, of which also the soil below was full. 

The ‘*Treasury of Atreus’’ was cut in the 
side ofa hill about three-fourths of a mile 
from the Acropolis and faced a deep ravine. 
A passage 147 feet long by 30 wide, between 
two walls of hewn stone about 30 feet hi h, 
letitothe grand entrance, which was 13 eet 
high and 6 feet wide and was covered witha 
neatly dressed block of stone, above which 
was another opening triangular in shape and 
12 feet high, with traces atthe base of the 
pedestal of small columns or statues. 

Dr. Schliemann also unearthed. the tombs 
called those of the companions of Agemem.- 
non who were slain at a feast by Clytemnes- 
tra and Agisthos, and that of Agamemnon 

and Eurymedon, his charioteer,ih which also 
were buried Teledamos and Pelops, twin sons 
of the prophetess Cassandra, end also that of 
Cassandra herself. 

Not ‘ar from the Lion Gate was discovered 
a great treasury in which were many Juno 
idols, and many male idols of Oriental type 
having bare heads with incised diadems and 
astarinfront, long aquiline nosesand As- 
syrian beards. There were also many bronze 
implements and ornaments, perforated 
agates painted vases, glass balls, two- 
handed goblets, a necklace and fragments of 
a white marble frieze. A building which Dr. 
Schliemann called the Royal Palace was dis- 
covered containing jasper axes, fine terra- 
cotta vases, goldand silver ornaments and 
coats of mail rdles, sandals, greaves, 
swords and elmets. Dr. Schliemann’s 
**Mycenem’’ was published with an introduc- 
tion written by Mr. Gladstone. 

With his infatuation for everything Greek 
it is not remarkable that Dr. Schliemann 
married a Greek lady. But she was not an 
Antique by any means, being when the great 
discoverer discovered her a school girlin 
Athens.

FAMOUS: RACE HORSES. 


HOW O.D-TIME CRACKS OF THE TURY, 
END THEIR BATE, 


ler—Frank Foreman Wants to Return 
to Baltimore—Jackson on Young Griffo 
—Racing and Other Sports.  -— 


Did you ever think what became of race 
horses after their running days are over? It 
is easy to account for stallions and mares, for 
almost without exception they are retired to 
breeding farms. But it is not so with the 
geldings, and they often have a hard time of 
it. Some become saddle horses. Some are 
broken to harness, and are used in all the 
vehicles that a horse can pull, Someof the 
mightiest performers on the turf are to-day 
doing the humblest work, A few of the rich 
owners seem to have appreciated the faithful 
work done by these noble animals, and are 
letting them live quietly for the remainder of 
their lives. 

Drake Carter, whom Green Morris sold as 
a 38-year-old to Pierre Lorrilard for $17,500, the 
highest that had up to that time been paid in 
this country for an animal of hisage, has 
had a varied career. He was a great dis- 
tance horse in his day, and his record of 5:24 
for three miles, made at Sheepshead Bay, 
Sept. 6, 1886, has never been beaten. When 
Pierre Lorrilara retired from the turf he was 
sold to a Mr. Smith of Toronto, who used him 
asasaddle horse. Alittle while afterwards 
he changed owners again, and the old hero 
of many races was put into training and at 
a hunt meeting in Canada he finished last in 
a field of sorry nags. Since then he has been 
put over the sticks and has madea very fair 
jumper and is now being used at hunt meet- 
ings in Canada. 

Seven years ago Checkmate was one of the 
best horses on the American turf. He belonged 
to the Dwyers and won a fortune for them. 
Now he is drawing acoach down at Lexing- 
ton, Ky., and when the races are in progress 
he draws a load of visitors to the scene of 
his former triumphs. Few who sit in the 
coach know that they are being drawn 
along by the old horse they used to cheer. 
During the three years of his career he won 
$32,000 in stakes and purses, a very large sum 
for’that day, and it is safe to say that he 
won more than $250,000 for his backers dur- 
ing his career. Among the many horses he 
has beaten are such good ones as George 
McCullough, Freeland, Ferida, Bootjack, Old 
Bald Face, Monitor and the mighty Hindoo. 

Old Bootjack is now with Rogers, who last 
trained for Capt. Brown. Bootjack was 
one of the Dwyer,horses, and during his 
career on the turf ranked among the best. 
At the end ofghis fourth season he had won, 
all together, forty-eight races, and was one 
of the fastest sprinters that ever carried 
colors inarace. Now he is pulling a bugyy 
as a reward for the amount of money that 
he has won for his different owners. 

Every turfman inthecountry has heard of 
Parole, who lowered the colors of the great 
Ten Broeck in a four-mille race at Baltimore 
and sent the Kentucky delegation” home pen- 
niless. Manyclaim that he isthe best thor- 
oughbred ever raised inthis country. He cer- 
tainly was ahard one to beat. Parole will 
have a home so long as he lives and very little 
todo. He was owned by Pierre Lorillard and 
was one of the first American horses tg win 
honors in a foreign country.
